Wickliffe Mounds Honors Native American Heritage With Reburial Ceremony

“We are proud to be here 
today for the closing of this 
disgusting facility.” Those 
were the words of Jefferson 
Keel, Lt. Governor of the 
Chickasaw Nation last Thurs¬ 
day, as the Wickliffe Mounds 
State Historic Site held a re¬ 
burial and mound restoration 
ceremony. The ceremony was 
a special ceremony that was 
commemorated by special 
Native American prayers, 
song and dance, as the Chick¬ 
asaw Dance Troupe per¬ 
formed a stomp dance. 

Public officials, including 
Carlisle County Judge Exec¬ 
utive Greg Terry, representa¬ 
tives from Frankfort, and 
representatives from Ameri¬ 
can Indian Movement (AIM) 
of Kentucky and Indiana 
along with the public cele¬ 
brated this occasion. 

Mound C at the Wickliffe 
Mounds State Park was first 
excavated in 1932 by a pri¬ 
vate landowner. A building 


was soon built over the site 
and the remains that were ex¬ 
cavated were put on display 
for the public to see. 

In his speech, Lt. Governor 
Keel related to the people in 
attendance what it meant to 
excavate those remains and 
the disrespect that his people 
felt. “You can talk about 
archeology and history, but 
the excavation that took place 
in the 30’s was in the name of 
science and in greed. Today 
we have come full circle and 
the remains have returned to 
their rightful place so that 
they can continue their jour¬ 
ney,” Lt. Governor Keel said. 
Lt. Governor Keel also 
stressed that he was not op¬ 
posed to tourism money or 
projects of that nature, but 
had strong issues against the 
disrespect that was shown to 
his people. 

In 1990 Congress passed a 
federal law known as the Na¬ 
tive American Graves Protec¬ 
tion and Repatriation Act. 
This act offered protection to 


Native American burial 
places and required public 
museums to inventory their 
collections containing human 
remains and grave goods 
along with skeletons that 
were on display. 

In 1991 Wickliffe Mounds, 
under the direction of Dr. Kit 
Wesler of Murray State Uni¬ 
versity, removed all of the 
human remains that were on 
display at Wickliffe Mounds 
and replaced them with plas¬ 
tic replicas. This helped visi¬ 
tors understand Native 
American burial rituals and to 
foster respect for Native 
American cultures. 

Commissioner of the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Parks, 
Elaine Walker, was on hand 
to represent Kentucky Gover¬ 
nor Steve Beshear and cele¬ 
brate the event. Walker told 
the crowd that she was glad to 
see such a bad mistake cor¬ 
rected. “It’s special to have 
this type of ceremony here. 
Well intentioned people exca¬ 
vated these remains in the 


past, but it turns out they were 
terribly mistaken. That has 
been corrected today,” Walker 
said. 

The American Indian Move¬ 
ment of Kentucky was also 
on hand for the event and dis¬ 
played the flags that represent 
their movement. One of the 
flag bearers was Carlisle 
County’s own, Sara Burns. 
Burns, whose family has Na¬ 
tive American lineage, was 
proud to take part in helping 
the American Indian Move¬ 
ment honor those who were 
helping put her ancestors 
back to rest. 

The American Indian Move¬ 
ment’s Indiana/Kentucky 
Chairperson Thomas Pierce 
released a statement that cele¬ 
brated the day’s events at 
Wickliffe, but told that there 
was more work to be done in 
restoring the final resting 
places of those that have been 
disturbed. 

’’Never again will our people 
allow our ancestors or sacred 
sites to be used to provide en- 


CCHS Class of 2013 Scores Fourth 
Highest ACT Score in the Region

The Carlisle County School 
System was proud to an¬ 
nounce last week that Carlisle 


County High 
School Class of 
2013 ranked in 
the top five of 
highest ACT 
scores by plac¬ 
ing fourth over¬ 
all in the region 
for 2012 and 
43 rd overall in 
the state of Ken¬ 
tucky, out of 
230 schools. 

The top ACT 
scores in the re¬ 
gion are deter¬ 
mined by last 
year’s junior 
class. So, for the 
most recent 
round of testing, 
the senior class of 2013 at 
Carlisle County High School 
is the class that has achieved 
the top four ranking in the re¬ 


gion. 

The Carlisle County Class of 
2013 scored a 20.4 average 
score on their ACT tests. 
What makes that score im¬ 
pressive was the scores of the 
tests were comprised of ALL 
of the students in the Carlisle 
County Class of 2013, and 
not just students who planned 
to go to college. 

The ACT is a test that is used 
for college admissions, and 
the test that the state of Ken¬ 
tucky factors into their as¬ 
sessing of whether schools 
are doing what they need to 
do to prepare their students 
for college. 

Jay Simmons, Carlisle 
County Schools Supervisor of 
Instruction, was pleased at the 
progress the school has 
achieved. “This score sets a 
high bar for future classes at 


Carlisle County High to 
achieve. High ACT scores 
open the door for students to 
apply for more scholarships, 
lessening the financial burden 
that college presents. In addi¬ 
tion, high ACT scores help 
students spend less time on 
basic classes that they would 
be required to take if their 
ACT score was lower. We are 
very proud of the Class of 
2012,” Simmons said. 

Simmons told the Carlisle 
Weekly that the school plans 
on celebrating the high score 
throughout the year with 
pizza parties and other activi¬ 
ties to honor the Class of 
2013 and establish the impor¬ 
tance of doing well on your 
ACT tests to the whole stu¬ 
dent body at Carlisle County 
High School.

Judicial Offices to Close September 4th for Furlough Days 


FRANKFORT, Ky., Aug. 24, 
2012 - Courthouses will be 
closed statewide and all court 
services will be unavailable 
Tuesday, Sept. 4, as the Ken¬ 
tucky Judicial Branch shuts 
down for the second of three 
furlough days in 2012. The 
court system also will be 
closed on Monday, Sept. 3, to 
observe the Labor Day holi¬ 
day. In Carlisle County the 
furloughs will affect only 
non-elected court personnel, 
who will be off work without 
pay as part of the Judicial 
Branch’s Fiscal Year 2013 
Budget Reduction Plan. The 
entire court system shut down 
Aug. 6 and will be closed 
again on Tuesday, Sept. 4, 
and Monday, Oct. 15. 

This includes the Supreme 
Court, Court of Appeals, Cir¬ 
cuit Court, District Court, Of¬ 
fices of Circuit Court Clerk, 
the Administrative Office of 
the Courts and all court serv¬ 
ices, including Pretrial Serv¬ 
ices, Drug Court, the Court 
Designated Worker Program, 
Court Interpreting Services, 
the State Law Library and 
driver license branches. 

County offices that share 


space with the state court sys¬ 
tem in courthouses and judi¬ 
cial centers, such as Carlisle 
County will not be affected. 
Thus the offices of the 
Carlisle County Judge Exec¬ 
utive, County Clerk and Sher¬ 
iff will not be effected. 

This will be the first time 
since Kentucky’s modern 
court system was formed in 
1976 that the Judicial Branch 
must close courthouse doors 
to balance its budget. 

The Supreme Court of Ken¬ 
tucky has approved two or¬ 
ders that provide guidance on 
how the statewide court clo¬ 
sures are to be implemented. 
While the two orders provide 
more detail, below is a sum¬ 
mary of what the public and 
the law enforcement and legal 
communities should expect 
on furlough days: 

• Trials and other court pro¬ 
ceedings will not be sched¬ 
uled on furlough days as there 
will be no staff available. 
Items already on the docket 
for those days will be 
rescheduled. 

• Driver licenses will not be 
issued. 

• The Supreme Court will 


suspend its rule requiring pre¬ 
trial officers to interview a 
defendant within 12 hours 
after incarceration. No Pre¬ 
trial Services staff will be 
working on furlough days. 

• Deputy clerks will not be 
available to process bonds 
and no release orders will be 
issued. 

• Existing after-hours proto¬ 
col will be followed for pro¬ 
cessing domestic violence 
orders (DVOs) and emer¬ 
gency protective orders 
(EPOs). 

•Local court designated 
workers will not be available. 
The Court Designated Worker 
Program will have a supervi¬ 
sor available to ensure that 
law enforcement adheres to 
its statutory requirements in 
cases involving the arrest and 
custody of juveniles. 

• Technology Services staff 
will not be available to re¬ 
cover the CourtNet database 
in the event the system expe¬ 
riences an interruption in 
service. 

Furloughs are one of several 
measures included in the Ju¬ 
dicial Branch’s FY 2013 
Budget Reduction Plan. The 


2012 Kentucky General As¬ 
sembly reduced the total 
funds available to the Judicial 
Branch by $25.2 million for 
FY 2013. This included a per¬ 
manent reduction to the an¬ 
nual base operating budget of 
$16.2 million and a one-time 
transfer of $9 million in pay¬ 
roll to the state’s general fund 
on June 30, 2012. Since the 
economic crisis began in 
2008, the Judicial Branch has 
sustained repeated reductions 
to its budget and has cut 282 
employees statewide, elimi¬ 
nated court programs and 
trimmed operating costs at all 
four levels of the court system 
to stay within its budget. 

The Supreme Court and 
leadership from the Adminis¬ 
trative Office of the Courts 
will meet in January 2013 to 
determine if additional fur¬ 
loughs and reductions are 
necessary for the remainder 
of FY 2013, which runs July 
1, 2012, to June 30, 2013. 
They will also begin drafting 
a budget reduction plan for 
FY 2014, which presents an 
even greater shortfall than in 
FY 2013.

Independent Auditor’s Report 

We have audited the accompanying statement of revenues, expenditures, and excess fees - regula¬ 
tory basis of the former County Clerk of Carlisle County, Kentucky, for the period January 1, 2012 
through February 29, 2012. This financial statement is the responsibility of the former County Clerk. 
Our responsibility is to express an opinion on this financial statement based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United 
States of America, the standards applicable to financial audits contained in Government Auditing 
Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit Guide for County 
Fee Officials issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those standards 
require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the finan¬ 
cial statement is free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evi¬ 
dence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statement. An audit also includes 
assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as 
evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reason¬ 
able basis for our opinion. 

As described in Note 1, the County Clerk’s office prepares the financial statement on a regulatory 
basis of accounting that demonstrates compliance with the laws of Kentucky, which is a comprehen¬ 
sive basis of accounting other than accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of 
America. 

In our opinion, the financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the 
revenues, expenditures, and excess fees of the former County Clerk for the period January 1, 2012 
through February 29, 2012, in conformity with the regulatory basis of accounting described in Note 1. 
Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming an opinion on the financial statement taken as a 
whole. The schedule of excess of liabilities over assets is presented for purposes of additional analy¬ 
sis and is not a required part of the financial statement. Such information has been subjected to au¬ 
diting procedures applied in the audit of the financial statement and, in our opinion, except for the 
effects of the limitation described in paragraph four above, is fairly stated in all material respects in 
relation to the financial statement taken as a whole. 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have also issued our report dated June 4, 
2012 on our consideration of the former Carlisle County Clerk’s internal control over financial report¬ 
ing and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations, contracts and 
grant agreements, and other matters. The purpose of that report is to describe the scope of our test¬ 
ing of internal control over financial reporting and compliance and the results of that testing, and not 
to provide an opinion on the internal control over financial reporting or on compliance. That report is 
an integral part of an audit performed in accordance with Government Auditing Standards and should 
be considered in assessing the results of our audit. 

Based on the results of our audit, we have presented the accompanying comments and recommen 
dations, included herein, which discusses the following report comments:

Jesus said to let our 
light shine so the unsaved can 
see our lives and glorify our 
God. (Matt. 5:14-16) Notice 
that He said we must let it 
shine. We can cover it up or we 
can let it shine. The choice is 
ours to make. In Phil. 2:13-16 
the Word tells us again that we 
are to shine as lights in the 
midst of a crooked and per¬ 
verse nation, holding forth the 
Word of life. 

We must allow God the Holy 
Ghost to work in us both to will 
and to work of His good pleas¬ 
ure.

Independent Auditor’s Report 

We have audited the accompanying statement of revenues, expenditures, and excess fees - regula¬ 
tory basis of the former Sheriff of Carlisle County, Kentucky, for the year ended December 31, 2010. 
This financial statement is the responsibility of the former Sheriff. Our responsibility is to express an 
opinion on this financial statement based on our audit. 

We conducted our audit in accordance with auditing standards generally accepted in the United 
States of America, the standards applicable to financial audits contained in Government Auditing 
Standards issued by the Comptroller General of the United States, and the Audit Guide for County 
Fee Officials issued by the Auditor of Public Accounts, Commonwealth of Kentucky. Those standards 
require that we plan and perform the audit to obtain reasonable assurance about whether the finan¬ 
cial statement is free of material misstatement. An audit includes examining, on a test basis, evi¬ 
dence supporting the amounts and disclosures in the financial statement. An audit also includes 
assessing the accounting principles used and significant estimates made by management, as well as 
evaluating the overall financial statement presentation. We believe that our audit provides a reason¬ 
able basis for our opinion. 

As described in Note 1, the Sheriff’s office prepares the financial statement on a regulatory basis of 
accounting that demonstrates compliance with the laws of Kentucky, which is a comprehensive basis 
of accounting other than accounting principles generally accepted in the United States of America. 

In our opinion, the financial statement referred to above presents fairly, in all material respects, the 
revenues, expenditures, and excess fees of the former Sheriff for the year ended December 31, 2010, 
in conformity with the regulatory basis of accounting described in Note 1. 

Our audit was conducted for the purpose of forming an opinion on the financial statement taken as 
a whole. The schedule of excess of liabilities over assets is presented for purposes of additional 
analysis and is not a required part of the financial statement. Such information has been subjected to 
auditing procedures applied in the audit of the financial statement and, in our opinion, except for the 
effects of the limitation described in paragraph four above, is fairly stated in all material respects in 
relation to the financial statement taken as a whole. 

In accordance with Government Auditing Standards, we have also issued our report dated May 2, 
2012 on our consideration of the former Carlisle County Sheriff’s internal control over financial re¬ 
porting and on our tests of its compliance with certain provisions of laws, regulations, contracts and 
grant agreements, and other matters. The purpose of that report is to describe the scope of our test¬ 
ing of internal control over financial reporting and compliance and the results of that testing, and not 
to provide an opinion on the internal control over financial reporting or on compliance. That report is 
an integral part of an audit performed in accordance with Government Auditing Standards and should 
be considered in assessing the results of our audit
